TOO MUCH FOR MERE VALOR 


FORCE TOO SMALL TO COVER 


THE GROUND. 


San 
Francisco, 
June 
21.—Dr. 


Charles A. McQuiston, who was on 
the staff of Gen. E. S. Otis and who 
wns health officer at Manila, has re- 
tuined home invalided by the cli- 
mate. 
% Captain McQuiston made a close 
study of the conditions of the Phil- 
ippine situation. He is of the opin- 
ion that it will take from 100,000 to 
150,000 soldiers to properly subdue 
and hold the islands. He also says 
that the peace commission was an 
absolute failure and that its work 
from the start was without effect. He 
strongly supports the military gov- 
ernment of the islands except that 
he thinks more men will be necessa- 
ry than had been estimated. 


"Dr. Schurman knows the com- 


mission is a failure and is coming 
home in July," added Capt. McQuis- 
ton. 
"Unless troops, thousands of 


them, are sent to the aid of our men 
they will be driven back into Ma- 
nila in the course of the next few 
months, during the rainy season. 
Our men simply cannot stand the cli- 
mate. 
Fifty per cent, of them will 


be incapacitated by sickness and the 
territory overrun will have to be 
abandoned and Manila will be in a 
state of seige again. 


"Our officers and soldiers have ac- 


complished wonders and have proved 
themselves the best soldiers in the 
world. 


"But nothing decisive has come of 


it because our men were not in great 
enough force. 


"One of the great dangers that our 


men have to face is the climate. The 
newcomers will be at a disadvantage 
because the volunteers who are re- 
turning home are inured to the cli- 
mate. 
This will make more men 


necwsary than we would otherwise 
have to put in the field. As a mat- 
ter of belief the Filipinos think they 
have the Americans licked already."

FRENCHMAN MURDERED. 


Much id, June 21.—A dispatch to 


th<* Impartial from Manila 
says 


Baron Du Marais, a Frenchman, who 
went to the rebel camp to intervene 
in behalf of the Spanish prisoners 
in the hands of the Filipinos, has 
been treacherously murdered. 


New York, June 21.—The church

The 
stage .was represented by F. F. 
Mackay, president of the Actors' so- 
ciety; James A. Herne,

Warde, Miss Mary Shaw and many 
others of the profession. Miss Viola 
Allen and Miss Maida Craigen were 
unable to be present. 


The meeting last night was tenta- 


tive and there were no resolutions 
passed toward a permanent establish- 
ment of the organization. 
The at- 


tendance and enthusiasm were so en- 
couraging, however, that at the next 
meeting, which will be called within 
a month, the alliance will take pal- 
pable form. 


The main object of the alliance 


will be the establishment in every 
theatrical center of a chaplain, who 
shall visit the different members as 
temporary parishoners.

coal miners' strike assumed a seri- 
ous aspect early today. Operators of 
the Suiinyside mine had impoited 
thirty negro mmeis from Kentucky 
and were delivsiing them at the 
mine when unknown parties con-1 
ceakd in bushes near the mines 
opened fire on the negroes. It was 
very dark and a stampede followed. 


Some of the non-union men re- 


sponded with levolvers and many 
shots were fired. Six men were badly 
wounded. 
James Moore, a stock- 


holder in the mine, was shot in the 
back and is likely to die. 
Heniy 


Smith and John Phillips, both col- 
ored, were probably fatally shot. Ed 
Geiger, a merchant; Charles Smith, 
colored, and John 
Horseweather, 


colored, were each badly wounded. 


A riot call was sent to police head- 


quarters and response was given. 


The company's plant is located on 


the noithwestern edge of the city, 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
salt wells, and is reached by a road 
branching from the right of West 
Maryland street. While the vehicle 
with the negroes and guards was 
passing a vacant lot, just before 
making a turn in the road to go to 
the mines, parties on sides of the 
road fired in the dark upon the men 
in the wagonette.

James Moore was taken 
to St. Mary's hospital and physi- 
cians entertain some hopes for his 
recovery. Charles Smith, one of the 
wounded negroes, is considered in a 
critical condition.

TRYING TO SETTLE STRIKE. 


Cleveland, Ohio, June 21.—A de- 


termined effort is being made today 
to settle the street railway strike. 
Committees from both sides met at 
11 o'clock with the committee of 
the city council appointed Tuesday 
to devise means for bringing the dis- 
pute to an end. The meeting is se- 
cret. The serious riot on the south 
side last evening was the prelude to 
a series of minor disturbances car- 
ried on all throughout the night. In 
every part of the city switches were 
destroyed, rails toin up and the 
tracks piled high with obstructions. 
These were removed by the police 
this moining without difficulty and 
up to noon there had been no rioting. 
No attempt was made this morning 
to lun cars over lines where trouble 
was anticipated and both sides are 
waiting for the result of the peace 
conference now in session. The usual 
riots occurred at noon.

The father is said to have brought 
suit in the probate court of Hamil- 
ton, Ohio, to have the boy declared 
insane, but the heir was declared to 
be ot sound mind. - The Duhmes then 
took the boy away. 


The boy, according to Captain Mc- 


Cluskey, said that he desired to re- 
main with his uncle and aunt. He 
declared that they had not the slight- 
est intention of kidnaping him, as 
he remained with them voluntarily 
,ind by preference. He said his father 
had deceived him on various occa- 
sions and had never informed him 
that he was heir to his grandfather's 
estate. 


He said he has no doubt that his 


father intended to deprive him of 
his property and is trying to have 
him adjudged insane. 


Chase states that while playing golf 


last September he suffered a sun- 
stroke which affected his mind for 
awhile, but that he is completely re- 
covered. 


Mr. Duhme denied that he intend- 


ed sailing for Europe today, as al- 
leged in a dispatch sent to the police 
from Detroit. 


He declared he and his wife had no 


intention of going abroad, but in- 
tended to go to Poland, Maine, with 
Chase. He added that as affairs had 
taken this unexpected turn 
they 


would now remain in the city for a 
day or two longer to await develop- 
ments. He expressed a determina- 
tion to fight the case out to the end.

are accused of being his abductors. 
It is known they sailed from here 
to Cleveland and then took a train 
for Cincinnati, going thence to Al- 
bany, but all trace of them was lost 
in the New York capital.

The state board of health is exer- 


cised over the spread of small pox 
in the state, and Secretary Hurty is 
greatly disturbed over the condition 
of affairs in Porter county. For some 
time a disease has been in the nor- 
mal school in Valparaiso which was 
diagnosed as chicken pox, but since 
the students of the institution have 
gone to their homes a number have 
taken sick, and in every case the dis- 
ease has been diagnosed as smallpox. 
One of these cases was reported from 
Strawtown, and Dr. Hurtly yesterday 
retuined from there. 
He says there 


is no doubt in the world bnt that the 
case is smallpox. 


Smallpox exists in 
a number of 


places in the state and some of the 
cases have taken the malignant form. 
So far as the state board has knowl- 
edge smllpox exists as follows: Indi- 
anapolis, four cases; Evansville, ex- 
act 
number 
unknown; 
Rockport, 


twenty-two cases; Corydon, eighteen 
cases known; Hamilton county, one 
case; Lagrange 
county, six 
cases; 


Porter county, number of cases un- 
known. A house to house inspection 
is now being made in Corydon and 
more cases may be found, as quaran- 
tines were not established promptly 
there by reason of a wrong diagnosis 
of the disease.

From this Insignificant beginning the, 
most magnificent railway system in 
the world has been built up in half a 
lentury. 
It was the railroads 
that 


made Chicago the metropolis of the 
West, and it Is the railroads that will 
ever keep the city in front, cadi new 
tributary line adding to its greatness. 
In the same year the canal was com- 
pleted, and a board of trade was or- 
ganized, with a total membership of 
eighty-two. 


Some City Improvements. 


Gas came to Chicago In 1850, aud the 


Illinois Central Hallroad began to plan 
out Its line. In the following year the 
drinking water system of the city was 
put on a progressive basis, obviatln 
the buying of small quantities from 
two-wheeled cnrts, which 
dispensed 


the same at the rate of from 5 to 10 
cents a ban-el. The rule now seemed 
to be the organization of a new rail- 
road company about every two years. 
The Fort Wayne, the Michigan South- 
ern, the Burlington and Qulncy, the 
Alton, and numerous other lines sprang 
into being, but only at the behest of

He is of the opin-

150,000 soldiers to properly subdue 
and hold the islands. He also says 
that the peace commission was au 
absolute failure and that Us work 
from the start was without effect. He 
strongly supports the military gov- 
ernment of the islands except that 
ho thinks more men will be necessa- 
ry than had been estimated. 


"Dr. Schurman knows the com- 


mission ia a failure and is coming; 
home in July," added Capt. McQuis- 
ton. 
"Unless troops, thousands of 


them, are sent to the aid of our men 
they will be driven back into Ma- 
nila in the course of the next few 
months, during; the rainy season.
